Honorable  Members  although  we  are  late  for  this  meeting,  our  delay  without  any 
justification,  was  to  address  the  needs  of  the  communities  through  the  thorough  and 
detailed  consultative  process  outlined  in  the  IDP  Foreword. 

An  occasion  of  this  nature  always  strikes  our  individual  consciousness  and  remains  a 
constant  reminder  of  why  we  are  elected  to  serve  the  masses  of  our  people  for  a 
particular  period  in  our  lives.  We  are  elected  not  because  we  are  the  smartest  in  society 
but  honorable  members,  we  are  elected  to  serve  because  out  of  the  many,  we  were  the 
chosen  few.

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1 . We  have  awarded  financial  assistance  to  559  students  to  help  them  register  in 
various  academic  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

2.  We  trained  more  than  500  students  in  Artisan  skills  such  as  plumbing  and  electrical 
skills  in  partnership  with  Anglo-gold  Ashanti. 

3.  We  trained  100  students  as  chefs  in  a program  partnered  with  Cathseeta.  We  took 
13  students  to  Bloemfontein  Traffic  college. 

4.  We  helped  25  students  with  their  studies  at  Vuselela  FET  College  to  acquire  skills  in 
boiler  making  and  electrical  engineering.  All  these  programs  were  direct  interventions 
on  our  Youth  developmental  Agenda.

In  his  address  on  June  16  at  the  occasion  of  the  Youth  Day  Commemoration  in  Pretoria, 
President  Jacob  Zuma  called  on  all  national  and  provincial  departments  to  give  a state 
of  account  on  the  Youth  development  programs,  with  specific  focus  on  the  creation  of 
job  opportunities  for  the  unemployed  graduates  and  young  people  in  this  country. 

I must  assure  honorable  members  today  that  this  district  will  also  give  its  proud  account 
of  Youth  development  programs  and  employment  opportunities  for  young  people  to  the 
President.  We  will  make  the  President  proud  by  outlining  our  intervention  programs  in 
the  effort  to  help  Young  people  of  the  District.

The  Kenneth  Kaunda  District  Municipality  derives  its  origin  from  the  former  Southern 
District  Municipality.  The  then  southern  district  municipality  , had  a tax  base  in  the  form 
of  Regional  Services  Levy.  This  revenue  despite  the  challenges, proved  to  be 
sustainable  to  maintain  both  the  capital  and  operational  budget  of  the  then  district 
municipality. 

Allow  me  to  take  members  to  a journey  back  to  Our  brief  history  and  the  Name  change 
honorable  speaker. 

We  acknowledge  that  the  district  population  has  grown  over  the  years,  that  the  mining 
economy  has  declined  in  alarming  proportions  with  the  exception  of  platinum  which 
continues  to  be  on  a steep  rise. 

We  are  unfortunately  not  the  direct  beneficiaries  of  the  platinum  economy  as  this  district 
although  indirectly,  through  the  national  division  of  revenue,  we  claim  a portion  of  the 
country's  share  from  the  mining  taxes. 
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The  decision  to  rename  the  district  municipality  was  influenced  by  a number  of  factors 
such  as  among  others,  that  the  name  was  merely  cardinal  without  any  historical, 
political  or  economic  significance. 

For  us  that  was  unstrategic  because  our  vision  was  to  position  our  district  on  the 
continental,  as  well  as  the  world  map  for  economic  and  political  reasons.  Our  thoroughly 
consulted  process  constituted  of  a vigilant  team  of  magnetic  ability  which  delivered  the 
name  DR  Kenneth  Kaunda  District  Municipality,  unopposed, undisputed  and 
unanimously  agreed  to  by  all  parties  in  council. 

A watershed  moment,  a landmark,  a milestone  and  a historical  achievement  of  note. 

This  is  a moment  we  will  continue  to  be  proud  of,  a moment  that  has  rewritten  our 
history  and  a moment  we  will  always  live  to  cherish  and  for  that  we  will  forever  be 
grateful  that  we  left  a legacy  for  the  next  generation  after  ours  to  embrace.  What  a Well 
thought  decision  and  timely  execution!

The  Zambian  government  also  took  it  further  to  invite  us,  at  their 
own  expense,  to  commemorate  June  16  events  in  Zambia.  Our  delegation  was  well 
received  and  given  an  opportunity  to  address  1 500  young  people  on  the  events  that  led 
to  June  16  in  South  Africa. 

Budget  Process 

A budget  is  a municipal  strategic  document  and  state  of  account  of  the  municipality  to 
the  community  on  the  promises  made,  challenges  encountered  and  achievable 
objectives  reached  in  the  quest  for  our  implementation  of  the  consolidated  priorities  in 
the  form  of  the  municipal  IDP. 
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So  briefly,  the  IDP  informs  the  budget  and  ours  is  to  direct  the  funds  into  these  priorities. 

Our  budget  is  a balanced  reflection  of  our  past  and  present,  the  good  and  worst  of  our 
time,  the  negative  and  positive  developments,  change  and  constant  but  above  all  it  is  a 
product  of  a thoroughly  consulted  process  aimed  at  prioritizing  the  most  immediate  of 
the  community  inputs  into  our  budget  commitments  to  be  implemented  in  this  201 5/1 6 
financial  year. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

The  month  of  June  is  commemorated  in  South  Africa  and  of  course  as  the  Kenneth 
Kaunda  district  municipality  we  also  join  millions  of  our  colleagues  throughout  the 
country  and  bid  all  young  people  of  our  district  the  best  of  the  entire  June  festivities  for 
the  few  remaining  days.

differently  accounted  for,  as  opposed  to  capital  expenditure  in  the  form  of  your  normal 
infrastructure  projects.  I will  deal  in  detail  with  these  programs  under  our  budget 
intervention  programs.

The  annual  budget  for  2015/2016  budget  year  is  to  give  effect  to  Dr  Kenneth  Kaunda 
District  Municipality's  service  delivery  priorities  and  objectives,  thereby  fullfilling  the 
the  needs  as  depicted  in  the  Integrated  Development  Plan. 

The  allocation  on  grants  and  subsidies  operating  as  depicted  in  the  summary  totals  is 
made  up  of  Distrcit  Economic  Development,  Office  of  the  Executive  Mayor,  Office  of  the 
Speaker,  Disaster  Management  Department,  Corporate  Services  and  Budget  and 
Treasury  department. 

The  allcation  which  totals  to  R 106  449  298.00  for  the  current  budget  year  2015/2016 

Operating  grants  and  susbsidies  for  Distrcit  Economic  Development  and  Tourism 
are  for  the  SMME's  and  cooperatives  development  awareness  and  the  need  to  invest 
in  sustainable  social  and  economic  development. 

It  is  against  this  background  that  financial  and  technical  support  to  Small  Medium 
and  Micro  Enterprises  and  Cooperatives  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Dr  Kenneth  Kaunda 
District  Municipality's  Local  Economic  Development  strategy.  The  District  is 
therefore  supporting  community  based  initiatives  through  conditional  grants  for 
viable  business  plans.

The  objectives  of  DED  the  grants  funding  is  to  bring  in  new  category  of  entrepreneurs 
presently  constrained  by  limited  accessto  funding,  to  broaden  access  through  new 
funding,  flexible  instruments  and  leverage  with  selected  partners  thus  providing  the 
tools  with  which  to  share  in  the  growing  South  African  economy,  to  introduce  flexibility 
in  services  deleivery  and  accommodate  the  special  circumstances  of  women  owned 
and  run  enterprises  both  as  regards  funding  range  and  type  of  facility  offered. 

Every  year  the  Office  of  the  Executive  Mayor  awards  study  bursaries  to  deserving 
students  within  the  Dr  Kenneth  Kaunda  District  Mnunicipality.

The  above  capital  budget  allocations  are  in  line  with  National,  Provincial  local  guiding 
priorities  of  protecting  the  poor,  creating  employment,  investing  in  infrastructure 
and  ensuring  fiscal  stability.

The  total  revenue  of  Dr  Kenneth  Kaunda  District  Municipality  for  the  budget  year  2015/2016 

is  R 185  644  600.00 


The  budget  is  primarily  funded  from  government  grants  and  subsidies  from  National  Treasury 
which  forms  a major  portion  of  sources  of  revenue,  since  the  abolishment  of  Regional  Services  Council 
Levies  as  replaced  by  RSC  Replacement  Grant. 

Administration  Capital  budget  is  funded  by  Capital  Replacement  Reserve  as  created  and  cash  backed  by 
short  term  investments  in  financial  institutions. 

Previous  financial  year  accumulated  surpluses  not  committed  for  Capital  projects  roll-overs  and  once-off 
operating  projects  roll-overs  are  used  to  fund  new  allocations  on  Capital  projects  and  once-off  operating 
projects. 

The  operating  expenditure  and  portion  of  capital  expenditure  are  funded  from  government 
grants  and  subsidies. 

The  other  grants  are  conditional  grants  for  specific  purposes  as  outlined  in  the 

Division  of  Revenue  Bill  of  2015,  any  unspent  portion  of  a conditional  grant  as  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  revert  to  the  National  Treasury,  unless  a roll-over  is  approved  fo  rfuthre  implemetation  of  the  grant. 

As  the  non-conditional  grants  are  transferred  on  quaterly  basis,  the  portion  that  is  not  needed 
immediately  is  invested  on  a short  term  fixed  deposit  with  four  main  financial  institutions 
to  earn  interest.
